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A Sfrologie is an Art which ceacketh to know the mind or 
meaning of the Starres : For as in Aſtronomie we ttt 
taught to meaſure their motions, and ind out their Alpes 
and Configurations; ſo by Aſtrologie we are taught to judge 
of their effe&s. 
Aſtrologie then is an Art, which teacheth by the Motions, 
Conkgurations, and Influence of the Signes, Starres, and 
Celeftiall Planets, to prognoſticate of the naturall efe&s 
and mutations to come in the Elements, and in theſe inſt · 
{ciour and Blementarie Bodies. Which definition contains 
not onely the cauſes which concurte to the conſtitution of 
the nature and effcnce of Aſtrologiez but doth alſo cxpreſſe 
the end or finall cauſe to which al the Precepts of the Art 
are to be referred. 
The Scripture ſpeaketh not againſt the lawfull know-
